His Excellency Governor Eli H, Murray having arrived, 
proceeded to deliver the following message: 


TERRITORY oF UTAH, _ 
Executive OFFICE, 
January 14th, 1884. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives: 


By the law of Congress approved March 22d, 1882, this 
session of your honorable body is made one of extraordinary 
interest, both to the people of Utah and the country at large. 
The mganer of conducting elections in the future is made de- 

~ pendent upon the action we may take, aud it is my earnest 
desire that such measures may be devised ag shall meet the 
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reasonable expectations of Congress and the country, and the 
requirements of the people of Utah. We are expected, in dis- 
charging our duties as legislators, to write such a code of laws 
as shall, while conserving the admitted local necessities of the 
Territory, be an assurance of our fidelity to the nation, and 
satisfy the exactions of public opinion on questions in which 
Utah is regarded as not in harmony with other portions of our 
common country. 

Whether we shall do this or not, will chiefly depend upon 
you. With you will lie the initiation of measures looking to 
this result, if to you it should seem desirable; and if we shall 
be fortunate in perfecting those laws, by mutual consultation, 
and by reaching a common ground, we may, in the conclusion 
of our labors, congratulate ourselves upon the consummation 
of a great and patriotic wurk. I assure you that I shall be 
proud to contribute to this purpose, and shall co-operate with 
you in its attainment, with all the earnestness and capacity I 
possess. With this accomplished, and not tiil then, an un- 
broken arch of States, reaching from ocean to ocean, will 
touch the mountains of Utah, while her fertile valleys, in- 
habited by a frugal and happy people, will sustain a common- 
wealth, at once the rival and admiration of her sister States of 
the Union. 


PIONEERS OF UTAH. 


This Territory was settled by pioneers who suffered much, 
and who marked the path of their long journey hence with 
the graves of their dead. Gathered as we are from every State 
and Territory, and from the lands beyond the seas; remember- 
ing as we do the story of their suffering, and enjoying as we 
- are, benefits resulting from their labor, may we not unite in 
writing such a code, in grateful homage to the Government of 
the United States, which gave to them and us these mountains 
and valleys and homes, and which continues to protect them 
aud us against foreign and domestic violence by the strong 
arms which represent fifty millions of free Americans. To 
write such a code, in my opinion, is at once our duty, and I 
may say a necessity, in order to preserve for ourselves political 
privileges, which should be dear to every citizen. No Terri- 
tory, or State even, without such laws, may long hope to be 
kept clothed with privileges and franchises intended only for 
citizens who revere the Constition and laws passed in pur- 
suance thereof. f 

A failure by us to write such a code however, honest 
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many may be in mistaken interpretation of Constitutional 
law, will be a.grave political blunder, far-reaching in conse 
quent results. I donot believe a Legislature. should: write 
doubtful sentences in statutes, or permit laws that may be 
misinterpreted, to remain. equivocal. Certainly, such laws 
should not be written; at this: time, in Utah, ‘The-people of 
the country will uot fail to appreciate them, and to condemn 
them as they will be and should be. Laws which.propose to 
correct evils, punish offenses, and to-establish and perpetuate 
‘sound government, should have previsions for their thorough 
execution, otherwise it i& better not to enact them. Let us, 
then, join together; and. iw the language of unmistakable 
loyalty to the Constitution, write for Utah a code of laws in 
harmony with the requirements of Constitutional law. 


ORGANIC DIFFERENCES. 


With this message and with my-cordial greeting to ‘a 
co-ordinate branch of’ the: Territorial government, I present 
with -reasons the subjects of greater moment which are for 
your consideration, as is required of the Executive by the 
Organic Act. 4 

The action of. the Government under President Buchanan 
and later legislation of Congress for twenty and more years, 
and particularly of the last session, and legislation pending 
before the present Congress, the messages of the President and 
those of his predecessors, through many years,-I present as 
conclusive evidence that in matters of government, organie 
differences exist between the majority of the people of Utah 
and the parent Government, 24 

Ft has been charged before the country and Congress, that 
ahn ecclesiastical power established by Territorial statutes and 
held by many as sovereign, would not permit a Legislature to 
pass certain laws intended to be effective and-in harmony with 
the national law. . g 

Fhis-is a fearful charge to hear in free America, and 
especially in reference to a Legislature deriving its existence 
from Congress,and which is paid for its services by Qor- 
gressional appropriations: from public funds out of the na- 
tional treasury. To‘answer and silence so grave a chargé, I 
will gladly co-operate with you in passing’ Jaws tbat wil 
retire thé affairs of Utah-.from the halls of Congress and for- 
ever bury out of sight thé charge, that “ ecclesiastical power 
dictates the legislation of Utah.” I am sure Congress -atid 
the country will be gratified to see that our affairs may be 
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settled at home, and I am‘equally sure that'a near future will 
demonstrate thatthe great body of the people of Utah, with 
gratitude to’yot, will’ regard them justly settled on the basis 
stiggested. oe : 

' I made an appéal-t6-the last Legislature to pass such Jaws 
as were necessary to “assimilate the Territory of Utah with the 
country, in so far as laws arid business are concerned.” It 
was my purpose to avoid the .necessitv of Congress extending 
its correcting hand in the matter. That Legislature deemed 
it best not to act, whereupon Congress promptly passed what 
is known as the “* Edmunds law.” - By this. law, many thou- 
sand citizens were denied the exercise of political’ privileges 
theretofore enjoyed. by them» the election. machinery of the 
Territory: was suspended, and the power and privileges exer- 
cised by citizens of. the Territory were delegated ‘to other 
hands. This-legislation was the warning voice of the sover- 
eignty of the Government of the United States The men who 
seé im the Government, or 1 those who may differ with them, 
only an enemy, are unwise. Such counsel followed to its con- 
clusion means alienation. 

‘The present condition of affairs cannot. longer continue 
in safety; éither to the United States, or the great body of the 
People of Utah. I’know ‘the difficultiesin the way of many 
good psople, and in sympathy. appreciate them. If in my 
power, I would relieve them from their entanglements, their 
buarthens and their disabilities, but “ Constitutional morality” 
must prevail, or the nation must fall. The greatest good to 
the greatest number is the true rule of action. May we not 
in the broadest charity to all of us alike apply this rule, and 
together lift Utah front the position now oceupied by her, be- 
fore the world, as “a thing: apart” and place her in accord 
with the country in every particular demanded by lofty 
patriotism and unfaltering obedience to Constitutional law. - 

_Representatives of the people, you hold the future in 
your hands; allow me to strengthen them in the right and to 
‘stay them in the wrong,.in so far as it is given to me to know 
‘the right and to apprehend the. wrong, and only to say, that 
when clouds ate’ seen, wise men should devise measures for 
the public goad. Seis 

I recommend the repeal of all statutes which conflict 
with section seven (7) of the Organic Act. The Supreme 
Court of the Territory has decided this question, and presents 
the fact that there are not now, and have not been for years, 
any de jure Territorial officers. I ask the enactment of laws 
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in accordance with this decision, which was held to be the law 
by the Utah Commission, and heretofore held by the Execu- 
tive before your predecessors. The Territorial government, 
then, is administered in a manner different from that pre- 
seribed by Congress in the Organic Act, and to that extent it 
is an unlawful government, and I therefore ask that this im- 
portant matter may be speedily adjusted. , 


IMMIGRATION. 


I ask the repeal of the law incorporating “ The Perpetual 
Emigrating Fund Co.,” and the repeal of all laws making 
escheats result to this company, because, by this law the 
whole system of immigration is placed under the control of 
church authority, which is a subversion of republican govern- 
ment, and because these are laws respecting an establishment 
of religion, which are torbidden by the Federal Constitution, 
and because escheats may properly result only to the sovereign 
power. I recommend the establishment of a bureau of im- 
migration entirely free from ecclesiastical control and under 
the supervision of an officer or board of the Territorial 
government. A report of the number of immigrants brought 
nto this Territory, the inducements offered, the means em- 
ployed, and what amounts have been paid into the treasury 
of the Immigrating Fund Company, by Probate Judges and 
other officers of the counties of the Territory, should be re- 
quired for information of the Territorial government. 


CHURCH CORPORATION. 


I ask the repeal of chapter five (5), Compiled Laws of 
Utah, because unwarranted and dangerous powers are therein 
granted to a church corporation, because it is a “law respect- 
ing an establishment of religion,” because it vests ecclesiasti- 
cal courts with authority, which may only be exercised in the 
United States by the civil courts, and if for no other reason 
because Congress, by express statute approved July ist, 1862, 
disapproved of it, and yet the Legislature of Utah re-enacted 
it in the Compiled Laws of 1876. A law of the Territory 
having been disapproved of by Congress should not be allowed 
to remain on our statute books. 


DOWER. 


I repeat my recommendation made to the last Legislature, 
‘< that sheer justice demands the right of dower for wifehood. 
Unjust discrimination, unrest and untold suffering follow its 
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denial. Every enlightened argument favors it. * ~* 

= It is denied in no State or Territory except where 
something better is given.” To bestow the right of suffrage 
upon and deny the right of dower or its equivalent, to woman, 
isan anomaly. I earnestly urge that this right may not lon- 
ger be withheld from the wives of this Territory. 


PUBLIC OFFENSES, 


The fact that no laws are upon our statute books denounc- 
ing polygamy, bigamy, adultery, fornication, incest or illicit 
intercourse as publie offenses, | submit is not creditable to 
Utah. Tf trust this Legislature will not fail to place the seal of 
condemnation upon these offenses, made kindred by uni- 
versal law. f 


POLYGAMY. 


The Congress of 1862 passed what is popularly known as 
the Anti-Polygamy Act, denouncing bigamy as an offense and 
prescribed a penalty. Charged with a violation of this law, one 
George Reynolds, who had a plurality of wives taken in obe- 
dience to, and with the sanction of, ectlesiastical authority, 
was arrested, tried and convicted in the courts of Utah. The 
constitutionality of the act of congress was the main issue 
after the evidence was heard, and this was made a test ease. 
The Supreme Court of the United States,in an elaborate de- 
cision, declared the act to be a constitutional law, and Rey- 
nolds paid the penalty of his transgression. In the light of 
this pronounced constitutional law, I submit that you, the 
representatives of the people of Utah, will be unjust to your- 
selves, unmindfal of supreme law, and cruel to those you rep- 
resent, in failing to pass appropriate and final laws upon this 
subject, with effective measures for their execution, 

In support of this, my earnest recommendation, I, pre- 
sent for your guidance, potential reasons taken from the 
able arguemnt of a distinguished jurist, the late Judge Jere S. 
Black, before the judiciary committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of Congress, February 1, 1883, made as counsel of 
the ‘‘ People of Utah to discuss their rights and the power of 
the Federal government to control them.” I agree with Judge 
Black in the lengthy quotation I shall make from the very 
basis of his powerful argument on this subject, and trust that 
you may not disagree with him, and hope that we may unite 
on this common ground and solve what is termed the “ Utah 
problem.” After quoting from Mr. Grote, who, he says, “ is 
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the most learned and thoughtful of all modern historians,” 
“€ That fidelity to the fundamental law, which he terms con- 
stitutional morality, is one indispensable condition upon which 
the safety and success of every free government depends.” 
Judge Black declares that: 

“Tt is plain as the noonday sun that without Constitu- 
tional morality every pretense of patriotism must be false and 
counterfeit. ‘The man who says he loves his country, and yet 
strikes a fatal blow at the organic law upon which her life 
depends, shows his sincerity as Nero proved his filial affection 
when he killed his mother and mutilated her body. 

“A violation of the Constitutional law is not an offense 
_ which is ever made venial ‘by the occasion. You cannot do 

evil that good may come. ‘The evil.is there and the good 
never comes: 

‘‘No matter how unimportant the breach may seem, 
though small at first, it will widen like a crevasse in the Mis- 
sissippi, until the whole stream of arbitrary power goes rush- 
ing through it. Besides, the grade of a crime is not measured 
by the extent of the particular mischief. Forgery is forgery, 
whether the sum obtained by it be great or small, and murder 
is not mitigated by showing that the victim was short of 
stature. 

‘Jt often happens that legislators, as well as other men, 
feel themselves hampered by such restrictions, but that does 
not authorize disregard of them. You cannot break lawlessly 
over the Constitution because it confines you to limits:incon- 
veniently narrow. 

“Tn this country all men and all clusses are equal. No 
one can lawfully say to another, ‘<tand aside, I am holier 
than thou,’ and push him from his place on the platform of 
the Constitution. Superior sanctity is not a thing to be safely 
` believed; it is easily simulated ; it is often false, and when it 
comes into politics it is almost universally put on to cover 
some base and malicious design. The Scribes and the Phari- 
sees were hypocrites.” 

By the decision of the Supreme Court in the Reynolds 
case, we find that the law of Congress forbidding polygamy is 
a Constitutional law, declared to be so not by an individual or 
counsel, or an inferior court, but by the Supreme Court, which 
the Constitution makes a co-ordinate part of the sovereign 
power of the United States. Agreeing with Judge Black, that 
a Violation of Constitutional law is not an offense which is 
ever made excusable by tho occasion, I beg to say to you in 
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his exact language, “You cannot break lawlessly over the 
Constitution because it confines you to limits inconveniently 
narrow.” 

Let us devise such a statute, assisted by our local knowl- 
edge of what is necessary, then the national law prohibiting 
bigamy or polygamy shall be made effectual. Itis true that 
Judge Black denied the right of Uongress to legislate about 
marriage in a Territory; but this view of the case you may 
not take, for the reason that if Congress does not possess that 
right it cannot delegate that right or any power to you as a 
Legislature, and all your acts are invalid. 

If we grant, however, thut Congress does not possess this 
right, then it follows that it has no power to establish any 
form of Territorial government. If the establishment is un- 
warranted, the whole Territorial government should be 
abolished by the repeal of the Organic Act, which is, in part,. 
the recommeudation of the President in his late message to 
Congress ; and then we are left to consider only the second 
‘proposition, namely: What kind of a civil government, if 
any, may be given to the Territory? But the laws of an hun- 
dred years,and the recognition by this Territory for over 
thirty years, of the right of Congress to enact this legislation, 
finds it a settled question. The late decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of the National Bank vs. County of Yank- 
ton, reported in 101 of Otto Reports, pages 132 and 133, which 
is as follows, settles it authoritatively : 

“We do not consider it necessary to decide whether the 
government of Dakota had authority to call an extra session 
of the Legislative Assembly, nor whether an act passed at 
such session or after the limited term of forty days had ex- 
pired, would be valid, because, as we think, the act of May 27, 
1872, is equivalent to a direct grant of power from Congress to 
the county to issue the bonds in dispute. It is certainly now too 
late to doubt the power of Congress to govern the Territories. 
There have been some differences of opinion as to the particu- 
lar clause of the Constitution from which the power is derived, 
but that it exists has always been conceded. The-act to adapt 
the ordinance to provide for the government of territory north- 
west of the river Ohio to the requirements of the Constitution 
(1 Stat. 60) is chap. 8 of the first section of the first Congress, 
and the ordinance itself was in force under the confederation, 
~ when the Constitution went into effect. All territory within 
the jurisdiction of the United States not included in any State 
must be necessarily governed by or under the authority of 
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Congress The Territories are but polifical subdivisions of the 
outlying dominion of the United States. Their relation to 
the general government is much the same as that which 
counties bear to the respective States, and Congress may legis- 
late for them as a State does for its municipal organizations. 
The organic law of a Territory takes the place of a constitu- 
tion as the fandamental law of -the local government; it is ob- 
ligatory on and binds the Territorial authorities; but Congress 
is supreme, and for the purposes of this department of its 
governmental authority has ail the powers of the people of 
the United States, except such as have been expressly or by 
implication reserved in the prohibitions of the Constitution. 

' In the organic act of Dakota there was not an express 

reservation of power in Congress to amend the acts of the 
Territorial Legislature, nor was it necessary. Such a power 
is an ineident of sovereignty, and continues until granted 
away. Congress may not only abrogate laws of the Terri- 
torial Legislatures, but it may itself legislate directly for the 
local government, It may make a void act of the Territorial’ 
Legislature valid, and a' valid act void. In other words, it 
has full and complete legislative authority over the people of 
the Territories and all the departments of the Territorial 
government. It may do for the Territories what the people 
under the Constitution of the United States may do for the 
States.” - 
Therefore, itis your right and duty to act, and may I 
ask, that you pass statutes looking to the suppression of 
polygamy in accordance with the requirements -of constitu- 
tional law. 


MARRIAGE. 


Marriage should be made by law a civil compact to be en” 
tered into only by persons competent to contract, and valid only 
as between the one man and the one woman, and any other 
marriage under any circumstances should be declared void from 
the beginning. Should individuals, denominations or associ- 
ations desire to impose any other additional requirements or 
solemnities upon such civil contracts, they should be regarded 
as religious obligations only, and not to be enforced or an- 
nulled by process of civil law. Parties desiring to intermarry 
should be required tu secure license trom the civil authority of 
the county in which the ceremony is to be performed, after 
giving bonds with surety, and the license should be made a 
matter of public record. The minister, priest, civil officer, or 
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other person solemnizing the marriage, should be required to 
report the same to the civil authority which issues the license 
for like public record. Penalties should be prescribed against 
any persons who unlawfully intermarry, and against those 
who knowingly solemnize or witness an unlawfal marriage. 
The confiscation of any place or premises should follow where- 
on, the owner or owners, or those in charge, knowingly allow 
an' unlawful marriage to be consummated. 


REGISTRATION AND ELECTIONS. 


A registration and an election law in harmony with the 
requirements of the Jaw of Congress, and looking to the future 
control and conduct of these important matters under Terri- 
torial law, are subjects for your careful consideration. Provisions 
should be made that will allow citizens to register under: care- 
ful regulations up to, and to vote on the day of election. House- 
keepers and others entitled to vote otherwise, are debarred 
only by absence during the time in which registration is now 
permitted. Citizens moving from one precinct to another 
under the present registration law are often denied the right 
to vote when it is clear by reason of their known long resi- 
dence they should not be denied the franchise. 


REVENUE 


Without means of official examination, I cannot in detail, 
know of, or determine the condition of the revenue of the Ter- 
ritory and its fiscal affairs beyond the regular official reports of 
the Auditor and Treasurer, which I transmit for your informa- 
tion. With a view of increasing the treasury balance from 
persons and property now failing in whole or in part to bear a 
just proportion of taxation, and looking te the collection of de- 
linquent taxes, I recommend that a committee or agent of the 
Territory, independent of the revenue officers, be named, who, 
in conjunction. with the county attorneys, should have a 
supervision of these important matters. I am sure large 
amounts now lost to the Territory may be saved. Uniform 
and more complete assessments, and closer collection of the 
taxes, is necessary to save the Territory from an increased 
rate of taxation. 


STATISTICS. 
The agricultural and mining interests of Utah constitute 


he basis of our prosperity. In addition to these, manufactures 
are being added. These interests can be cared for properly 
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only when their conditions are known and carefully published 

from time to time. Inquires from a distance cannot now be 

intelligently answered from an official source. A Bureau of 

Statistics should be coustituted, and a competent person placedi 

in charge. 
PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Our neglected public library should be gathered together. 
The publie books now in possession of the Governor and Sec- - 
retary, and other public officers, should be joined with the 
Supreme Court library, and. this, together with the public 
library, should be made available for the purposes set forth in 
the Organic Act. I submit that the present laws should 'be 
repealed, in order that the proper custodian may take charge 
of if, as contemplated by Congress. 


INSANE ASYLUM. 


Two appropriations have been made for the Territorial 
Insane Asylum building—one for $25,000, and the second for 
$20,000. The county of Utah added $2,000, and the city of 
Provo $500, These amounts have been expended; and there 
remains an indebtedness of $6,300 beyond the appropriations. 
The Board of Directors has faithfully performed its duties, and 
has exhibited interest at all times in the labor imposed upon 
it. I trust you may be pleased to approve its work, to make 
an appropriation to cover the deficiency, to complete the 
building speedily and furnish it. A report of the Board of 
Directors will be laid before you. 


UNFORTUNATES, 


Provision should be made for a House of Correction for 
juvenile offenders, and a House of Refuge for girls and boys 
and for friendless and deserving women, and for the care of 
the deaf and dumb and the blind. If it is dgemed unadvis- 
able to establish institutions at the expense of the Territory, 
aid may be given looking to the care and education of these 
unfortunate classes. 

REWARDS, 


The Governor should be authorized when, in his judg- 
ment, it is deemed necessary, to offer proper rewards for the 
apprehension of criminals and to supply aid in executing 
the laws, when the ordinary process will likely prove fruit- 
less. 
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J CL AIMS, 


I invite your attention to the fact that from year to year 
the Government has paid for the execution of process in crim- 
inal cases, and for keeping prisoners convicted under Terri- 
torial stautes, until there is now charged against the Territory, 
on the books of the Government, the amount of two hundred 
and thirty-seven thousand seven hundred and seventy-two 
‘dollars ($237,772.00). Provisions for the adjustment and set- 
tlement of this claim should be made. 


EDUCATION. 


If there be one duty from the Government to its people 
higher than all others—besides the preservation of. life and 
property—it is generous aid to the Territories for the education 
of their children. I favor direct and immediate governmental 
aid for educational purposes. To make an appropriation of 
public lands, to be utilized only when they become States, is 
delaying a bounty at the expense of the weak and dependent 
Territory, to be paid to stronger and less dependent people in 
Statehood. Now ıs the time for Government to educate the 
children of Utah by establishing public schools, free in every 
sense to every child, and non-sectarian in every particular. 
The Government may do this,and there is a surplus in the 
national treasury. If not direct aid, let the amount furnished 
be charged against the Territory, to be paid out of the sale of 
the lands now set aside and to be utilized only in Statehood. 
There is now increased interest in the question of national aid 
to education, and I would be pleased to join in a memorial to 
Congress on this subject. 


APPORTIONMENT. 


’ 


The present apportionment of members of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly is defective, in that the districts are in many 
instances so constructed that several members are chosen 
ona common ticket, instead of giving each locality—having 
the necessary population—the right to choose its own mem- 
ber. Irecommend that the districts be so constituted that 
each shall have a voice without being overborne by a larger 
neighbor, which may be combined with it as now. This is 
true apportionment and local government; the other is con» 
solidation. ; 

The same objection applies to the manner of choosing 
municipal officers. Each precinct should have its own repre- 
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sentative, elected by the majority of its citizens, instead of 
electing all, as now, on a common ticket. 


_ PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


I do not regard the public schools of Utah as free schools, 
Many of them are maintained, in part, by tuition fees. This’ 
makes a class distinction. - In the great majority of them, I 
am informed, and in some I know, sectarian tenets are taught, 
and sectarian songs are sung. This is manifestly wrong, 
where-taxes are paid in part by those who do not and will not 
willingly consent to sectarianism in public affairs. As publie 
schools should be free, so schoolhouses should be discon- 
nected from churches, and in houses located on premises the 
property of the public. School taxes should be collected by 
the regular tax collectors; separate collections entail un- 
necessary eXpense. 

Another plan should be provided for the distribution of 
the school fund, and for the employment of teachers. 


COMPILATION OF LAWS. 


The commission to revise and compile the laws—ap- 
pointed by legislative authority two years since—have com- 
pleted their work, and at an early day will present their re- 
commendations. The character of the gentlemen, and their 
fitriess for this duty, commend their recommendations to our 
highest consideration 


b TREE CULTURE, 


I earnestly recommend a law and a bounty for the ene 
couragement of tree culture. This Territory should offer 
inducements that will interest every land owner in this mat- 
ter. A day should be set aside for tree planting, and desig- 
nated as Arbor Day, i 


WATER. 


The inauguration of a uniform and scientific system of 
irrigation is demanded. Iam sure a system which will prove 
beneficial to the owners of water rights, and at the same time 
supply a much greater acreage than at present with the same 
amount of water, can be applied with great advantage to 
the Territory. Provision should be made to induce the 
people, by small bounties, to increase the water supply by 
means of artesian wells throughout the Territory. 
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! 
MUNICIPALITIES. 


Many of the villages and towns of Utah have cumber- 
some charters with unusual powers, and providing for a 
Mayor and Council and other officers demanded only by large 
cities. These grants should be revised and corrected, and in- 
expensive town governments should be given where expensive 
and unwarranted grants are found to exist. 


DEFERRED MEASURES. 


The postponement of important legislation to the last 


days and hours of the session will be unfortunate, and ~ 


measures failing by reason of lack of time for their considera- 
tion, will not properly be chargeable to the Executive. 


CONCLUSION. 


The yields of our farms and the increased output of our 
mines and manufactures, are gratifying. We enjoy largely 
increased railroad facilities. The growth of the Territory and 
progress of this city, our commercial centre and capital, are 
subjects of congratulation. 

_The near four years of my service as Governor of the 
Territory admonishes ‘me that the official term for which I 
was named is soon to expire. In the legislation that is before 
us, I trust that no serious difference of opinion may be found ; 
but should there be, let intelligent patriotism prevail. To 
you, and the good people you represent, may I express in 
kindness the hope that only Constitutional law, either Federal 
or Territorial, shall be enacted, and when enacted, that such 
laws shall be held by all as supreme.

The act is objectionable because: 

ist. -The act does not go far enough in some of its pro- 
visions, and goes too far in others, A physician may be re- 
quired to obtain a license in any county into which he may 
be called, in addition to the license obtained in the county 
in which he “intends to locate.” A county court is not the 
best plave in which to lodge the power of granting license to 
physicians. The right to appoint an examining board, before 
whom a physician with a diploma from an accredited medical 
college shall come, should certainly provide that such diploma 
should absolutely entitle the physician to practice his profes- 
sion, if he be a person morally and mentally competent to 
.do se. 

This act fails to so provide. If the applicant have no 
diploma, the act provides that the court “may grant” him, 
upon passing the required examination, a license; it should 
provide “shall grant” and further leaves it that the court may 
revoke the same, and it may revoke the license of the person 
having a diploma. This places the best physicians entirely at 
the disposal of the county court with plenary power, and 
leaves the sparsely settled counties in no better, if so good 
condition as at present. 

Sec. 3 is objectionable in this: That if the sale of pro- 
prietary medicines needs to be restrained or forbidden at all, 
the restrictiun should at once apply, instead of allowing their 
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unrestricted sale for one year. If their sale, as at present, be 
pernicious, step it. If not, do not restrain it. At any rate I 
hardly think our conditiohs are such, or that public necessities 
require this Territory to be the pioneer in this important 
matter.

It is with profound regret that I am constrained, to do so. 
That the Legislative Assembly of Utah would meet the expecta- 
tions of the country and the requirements of Congress, I had 
earnestly hoped. The bill presented for my approval fails’to do so. 

. The Act of Congress known as the Edmunds, Law, is entitled 
“An Act to amend Section 5352 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States in reference to bigamy, and for other purposes.” 
Among its provisions, polygamy, or.the belief in its lawfulness, was 
made a ground of challenge in certain cases, for jury service, and 
it further provided that no polygamist should be entitled to vote 
at any election, or be eligible to hold any office within the Terri- 
tory or under the United States, and all registration and election 
offices of every description, were declared vacant until other pro- 
visions be made by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory. 
Every duty relating to the registration of voters and the conduct 
of elections, and returning the results thereof, was imposed upon a 
board of five persons appointed by the President of the United 
States. Under this law of Congress and by the certificates of elec- 
tion from the board created by this law, the present Legislature 
was elected. 

This law of Congress also provided that the present Legisla- 
ture “may make such laws conformable to the Organic Act of the 
Territory and not inconsistent with other laws of the United 
States as it shall deem proper, concerning the filling of the offices 
in said Territory declared vacant by this act.” Congress, then, in 
1862, by Section 5352, Revised Statutes of the United States, pro- 
posed to uproot polygamy by denouncing it a crime, and prescrib- 
ing a penalty after conviction by a jury. This act of 1862 and 
other subsequent acts having failed to correct the offense, in 1882, 
by what is known as the Edmunds law, quoted from herein, de- 
elared that no polygamist, etc., shall be entitled to vote or hold 
office, thereby withholding privileges to certain classes, which had 
been extended very fully under the provisions of the Organic Act. 
Does this bill passed by the Legislature tend to assist in uprooting 
polygamy by providing against those disqualified by Congress, or 
does its provisions tend to make inoperative all Congressional acts 
relating to the subject?. 

The act of the Legislature now in my hands, not only 
is not “conformable to the Organic Act” of this Territory, 
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and inconsistent with other laws of the United States, but under its 
provisions ‘abundant and easy means to thwart the will of Congress 
are furnished. I give my objections to the graver defects only: 

Section: three (3) is objectionable because it is in direct conflict 
with, the law of Congress organizing the Territory of Utah. 
Township, district and county offices may be elective, as they now 
are, under Section Seven of the Organic, Act, but the same Section 
(7) imposes the duty of selecting Territorial officers upon the 
Governor and Legislative Council. Sa

indefensible form, the vicious practice of allowing the Selectmen to 
perpetuate themselves in office, and to fill vacancies in other county 
offices as under the old law, by which the County Courts have been 
able to thwart the operations of the Edmunds Law, and-to con- 
tinue polygamists, as many now hold office, in defiance of law, and 
to continue others in office after the terms for which they were , 
elected have expired and when their bondsnien may not longer be 
liable for wrongs done the public. 

‘There is a failure to provide that officers who are appointed 
shall be commissioned as required in Section 2 of the Organic Act, 
Sections six (6) to nine (9) inclusive are objectionable, because 
while treating of the eligibility of persons to office, nowhere ex- 
cept in Section six @) as to the office-of Delegate to Congress, is it 
required that they shall be citizens, nor in any of the sections, six 
included, is it required that they shall be registered voters, as the 
law should provide. The fact that these essential pre-requisites 
are contained in some other prior statute does not answer, because 
such prior statute might be claimed to be repealed in favor of this 
the later one And further, persons elected or appointed to office 
might fairly claim that the late statute governs and repeals the for- 
mer if not directly, by implication, and that no further tests than 
those prescribed in these sections should be required. The Ed- 
munds law fixes the qualifications of electors and officers, and 
makes the registration officers in Utah the judges of the qualifica- 
tions of officers and electors. ‘That fact can only be ascertained as 
to electors from the record of registration. In no other way may 
it be definitely known that the person is “entitled to register.” 
Persons to be eligible for office should be registered voters. The 
words of the bill before me, viz: “unless he is entitled to register,” 
is too vague and indefinite an expression. These provisions not 
only do not conform to the requirements of the law of Congress, 
but on the contrary leave an easy way for all persons elected either 
to Territorial, District and Precinet offices so disposed to override 
the will of Congress. In fact, tempts them to do so. 
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Section ten (10) is objectionable for the following reasons: 

First—It re-enacts woman suffrage.. Without expressing any 
opinion on the merits of woman suffrage elsewhere, the existing law 
conferring it in Utah, I regard as of doubtful validity, and must 
decline to approve any act giving it vitality. 

Second——In view of the recent legislation by Congress restrict- 
ing the suffrage in Utah and limiting it to a certain class, ‘I cannot 
approve any bill intended to extend' and strengthen the former 
system. i i ' 
7 Third—This bill grants the suffrage to those not citizens of 
the United States. This provision might not under other circum- 
stances be objectionable, but it ig well known that a system of 
foreign immigration exists in this Territory, which so isolates the 
immigrant from republican influences that I cannot consent to the 
enactment. My predecessors have yepeatedly refused to approve 
this provision, and I entirely concur 'in their action. 

Section twelve (12) makes assessors the registration officers and 
requires them to appoint deputies in each precinct. Tt is objection- 
able because there is no requirement that local deputies should be 
continued as appointed. The old law had a provision like this, 
but after the first. year the local deputies in many places were dis- 
continued, and many who desired to register were necessitated to go 
to the county séats. Under the old law many complaints were 
made of difficulties rigidly imposed upon members of one party 
and which members of another party found means to evade. 

The oath required to be taken under the Edmunds law, which 
this act proposes to supplant, is as follows:

The latter oath is defective because it leaves the applicant for 
registration the right to judge of his own qualifications, thus mak- 
ing each one a judge in his own-case. The Edmunds law makes the 
registration officer the judge of the qualifications of the voter, and 
this bill which is intended to supplant that, reverses this practice, 
while it permits those who are anxious to exercise the right, through 
ignorance, prejudice, or zeal, to take an oath which they ought not 
to take, and in such form that no penalty could be attached to it, 
and as it contains an oath to a conclusion of law only, no perjury 
could be assigned upon it. 

The oath itself is marvelous in its omissions-and composition, 
for a registration oath, and noticeably so in view of the laws of 
Congress, and would permit, if they chose to do so, every polyg- 

`~ > amist who had not been conVicted in court to register and vote. — 

A registration oath should clearly state the affirmative qualifi- 
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cations and facts to be sworn to, so that the most ignorant voter may 
know what is required, and specific facts should be so stated as 
not to leave the voter to find out what the law is and what facts he 
is swearing to. i 

‘For these reasons the oath prescribed under the Edmunds law 
is to be preferred to the-less definite oath prescribed in this act. 
I deem it essential that a more specific oath be required in order 
that the requirements of Congress and the demands of the country 
may be in fact, in this respect at least, fairly met by this Legisla- 
ture, and that a mere dependency should no longer thwart ani 
nullify the laws of the land. l 

This section is objectionable further because the time for the 
closing of the registration and revision is too remote from election 
day, and as shown under'the old law to have worked injustice to 
many persons “qualified to register.” 

The last clause of this section injudiciously forbids the erasure 
-of any name from the registration list by registration officers after 
the revision is closed, as herein provided, Even if the registration 
officer personally knew, or it was authoritatively brought to his at- 
tention, that the person registered by him is disqualified, he by this 
act is required to sit helplessly down in the presence of (and himself 
the instrument by which it is effected) illegal registration and sub- 
sequent voting, taking the chance that some other person may per- 
haps ascertain the facts, assume the burthen and challenge the reg- 
istration before or the vote on election day. 

Section 16 is objectionable, because it leaves to the opinion of 
the county clerk, perhaps with the concurrence of the assessor, to 
say whether the lists need revision or not. The law should be 
plain and definite, and not leave so important a matter to the 
opinion of one or two officers (perhaps personally interested as can- 
didates) and perhaps invalidating other sections of this act in which 
stated revision is contemplated. 

Sections 17 and 19 are objectionable because independent pre- 
cinct registration would obviate the difficulties in time and money, 
in going to county seats, and because'it would be more applicable if 
in Section 19 the justice were made the registration officer after the 
deputy assessor had returned his list to the county court. It is 
difficult to see under the proposed law where the justices 
have any logical functions in the registration. Registration officers 
are the proper persons to attend to the duties prescribed in this sec- 
tion, especially as the final clause leaves it to the justices to strike 
off names, but provides no penalties in ca they refuse, and in- 
volves a cumbersome and expensive law suit to have one name 
stricken off. 
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Section twenty-two is objectionable because it fails to provide 
that all ballots at) any election should be iof uniform Size 
and color, and also fails to provide that no marks be made against 
the voter’s name, on the registry or poll list, save only the numerals 
wie aa the number of his appearance, and the fact that he has 
voted. ; 

Section 29 is objectionable because it prescribes provisions re- 
lating to Territorial officers in conflict with the Organic Act. 

Section 31 is objectionable because it does not allow a sufficient 
time before the destruction of the ballots, inasmuch as candidates 
are allowed more than the ten days to file notice of contest. Ballots 
should be preserved the full time candidates are given in which 
to file notice of contest. 

Sections 22 and 23 are objectionable because they provide for 
the abstract of the election being posted by the county clerk, and 
forwarded to the Secretary of the Territory, who “shall” in pres- 
_ence of the Governor unseal and canvass the same, and make an 


abstract thereof, etc. He is here required to make an abstract of © 


an abstract and to canvass an abstract. This is meaningless. If it 
is desired that he shall accept the canvass as certified to him by the 
the county clerk and record the same, without auy discretion, the 
law should say so, but if it means that he shall in fact “canvass” 
the vote and cast up the returns for himself, it should then provide 
for no determination, of the result by'the county clerk, for in that 
case there could be nothing determined until the Secretary had 
made his canvass, and to make this the ballots and all papers per- 


taining to the election would have to be forwarded to him, along - 


with the county clerk’s abstract. The canvass for votes for Terri- 
torial officers is wrong, as they are not elective. Certificates to dele- 
gates should be left as contemplated in Section 13 of the Organic 
Act, in the hands of the Governor. 

In conelusion, I beg to again call your serious and thoughtful 
attention to that part of the ninth section of the Edmunds law 
that imposes upon the present Legislature of Utah the important 
duty of enacting laws that will aid the government in its ef- 
forts to suppress what it'regards as organized crime, as a condition 


precedent to relegating to the local authprities the power to regulate * 


the registration of voters and the conduct of elections, which has 
been withdrawn by the National Legislature. et caine’, 
There remain but four days of time to which your session Is 
limited by law, and no act has yet been placed in the hands of the 
Governor for approval which in the remotest degree meets the re- 
quirements of the acts of Congress referred to, and the aroused ann 
enlightened sentiment of the country, On the contrary, in the acts 
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the mode of procedure in civil and criminal cases, I regret to say 
that every sentence which might in the slightest degree affect 
polygamy or its kindred evils has been stricken out. And so 
closely has this policy been adhered to that provisions in the code 
of civil procedure, presented for your consideration, giving an un- 
marrried female or her father or mother a right of action for dam- 
ages against her seducer, was stricken out by the unanimous vote of 
both houses.

MEMORIAL TO CONGRESS. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States, in Congress assembled: 


ĞENTLEMEN:—We, your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Utah, respectfully represent that. we have been 
. elected by the people of this Territory, under the provisions of the 

act of Congress known as the Edmunds law, to represent them in the 
` local Legislature; that we have, among other enactments, made pro- 
visions for the filling of the registration and election offices, as 
authorized by section 9 of that law, but our action has been rendered 
void by the refusal of the Governor to sign the bill; that in conse- 
quence of that refusal one object of the Edmunds law has been frus- 
trated, and the interests cf our constituents have been jeopardized; 
that other bills needful to the progress of this Territory have been 
nullified by the Governor; that measures have been introduced in 
your honorable body looking to extreme, and, as we consider, harsh 
and unjust action. towards the people of- this Territory; that these 
measures have been prompted by untruthful statements made tó. your 
honorable body, and by a misunderstanding of the facts and of the 
political situation in this Territory. We therefore consider it a duty 
we owe to our constituents to memorialize your honorable hedy, and 
plainly, if briefly, explain to you the truth, and appeal to you for a 
full investigation, before any: further steps are taken towards the cur- 
.tailment of the liberties of a people who are famed throughout the 
world for many qualities that mark them as good citizens, - 


At 
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The pioneer settlers of the Territory of Utah, after traversing a 
wilderness of more than a thousand miles in extent, making the roads, 
building the bridges, and establishing ferries as necessity required, 
and having at the inception of their arduous journey given to the 
service of the government five hundred of their most active and able 
bodied men, who were called out to assist in fighting the battles of 


- their country with Mexico, arrived in these valleys during the sum- 


mer and fall of 1847. They at once unfurled the flag uf our country 
to the breeze and took possession of the land, which was then a part 
of Mexico, in the name of the United States, and declaring their al- 
legiance to this government, made immediate preparations to assume 
the responsibilities and acquire the privileges of Statehood under the 
auspices of the Federal Union. 

This region was then considered Ly those who had the best op- 
portunities of judging, unfit for the habitation of any but savages of 
the most degraded type, and in its settlement the people had to con- 
tend with the destruction of their crops by frosts, by insects, by 
drouth, and by the natural sterility of the soil, and to eke out a scanty 
subsistence upon thistle tops and wild roots. But by their persistent 
industry they redeemed the land from barrenness, introduced a sys- 
tem‘of irrigation which has been imitated with profit in surrounding 
places, and made possible the settlement of localities adjacent which 
were then considered worthless, but are now flourishing States and 
Territories of the United States. They were the first to call the at- 
tention of Congress to the feasibility of constructing a transcontinen- 
tal railroad, the line for which they trailed as they crossed the plains; 
they established the first printing press west of the Missouri River, 
organized the first express company and mail line. connecting the wild 
west with the borders of civilization, stretched hundreds of miles of 
the first telegraph line, and afterwards aided in the building of the 
Pacific Railway that first bound the eastern to the western extremity 
of our common country. 

Although applying for admission into the Union as a State at the 
same time as California, a Territorial goyernment was given to Utah, 
while California, with uo greater claims, was- granted the privileges 
and rights of Statehood. But Utah did not murmur. The wise and 
repub.ican policy was adopted ot selecting from her resident citizens 
many of the officers appointed by the President und Senate, and under 
them, with the officers elected by the people, the Territory prospered 
and grew so rapidly in numbers, wealth and importance, as to attract 
the admiring attention of the world. Then the policy of the admin- 
istration was changed, and strangers who had no interests in common 
with the people of Utah, were sent to occupy the prominent appoint- 
ive offices. Among the evils entailed upon the Territory by imported 
officers were these: One Federal official absconded with the funds 
appropriated by Congress to pay the Territorial Legislature. A Federal 
Judge of notoriously immoral character and acts, finding Utah an un- 
conzenial clime, deserted his post and returned to Washington with 
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the false report that the Territory was in a state of rebellion, and that 
the records of his court, the Territorial library, and other public pro- 
perty had been destroyed. Without waiting to investigate these and 
other vile charges, the government fitted out and dispatched troops to 
quell the supposed rebellion. Many millions of public money was 
wasted in this needless expedition, and, after the rash step was taken 
beyond recall, a commission was sent to investigate, who discovered- 
that the whole movement was founded on falsehood, and subsequently 
the troops were withdrawn. The cost to the country, and the proofs 
of its folly, may be learned from the public records; but the cost to 
the people of Utah, and the trouble, vexation, loas of property and 
difficulties entailed upon them by this vexatious escapade are known 
only to those. who endured them. An official investigation before, 
instead of after, the expedition, would have saved, them much unjust 
suffering, and the country an immense amount of money, which was 
all needed in the civil war that followed. 

During the struggle for the supremacy of the glorious Union to 
which the people of Utah have been ever attached, altnough no draft 
was made upon her sons for regular military service, becouse she was 

-but a Territorial dependency, yet when called upon by the parent 
. government for important uid, they responded in such a manner as to 
elicit the thanks of the President. Within twenty-four hours after a 
dispatch from President Lincoln was received, calling for men to pro- 
tect the mail and government trains from the attacks of the wild 
tribes of the plains, a body of Utah militia were in the saddle armed 
' and equipped for the fray, and moving en route for the scene of strife, 
where they performed signal service against the Indians, and pro- 
tected many helpless traveling citizens who were on their way to the 
Pacific coast. Yet this very militia were forbidden in 1870 by proclama- 
tion of a Federal Governor to drill, muster or assemble for any 
purpose. In consequence of this arbitrary order, one that was in 
direct violation of a Constitutional provision, the citizens in the 
outlying settlements were exposed to the incursions of savage. 
tribes, who were thus enccuraged to make raids upon them because 
any organized assistance from the militia would be in violation of 
the Governor’s proclamation. So far was this order carried into 
effect that the aid of Federal soldiers was invoked to prevent the 
marching of a company of militia in Salt Lake City, in a publie 
celebration of the anniversary of American Independence. 

During the period of this invasion of the Constitutional rights 
of citizens, a Chiet Justice, newly appointed, joined with other offi- 
cials in an attack upon the people to deprive them, under color of 
law, of rights vested in them by the Organic Act. In Washington 
City he proclaimed: 

' “The mission which God has called upon me to perform in 
Utah is as much above the duties of other courts and judges as 
he heavens are above the earth, and whenever or wherever I may find- 
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the local or Federal laws obstructing or interfering therewith, by 
God’s blessing I shall trample them under my feet.” 

The result of his remarkabie mal-administration of justice was 
that attorneys refused to trust the cases of their clients for adjudica- 
tiony the business routine of the various courts was entirely blocked 
and respectable American citizens languished in prison unable to se 
cure trial, while criminals of the most notorious character were per- 
mitted to run at large. In many instances well known and worthy 
citizens were incarcerated merely on suspicion, and in others placed 
in durance vile on the testimony of men whose oath would not be 
taken in the most trivial civil case. Judicial chaos reigned supreme 
in a hitherto peaceful, quiet, und well ordered community. . 

The Supreme Court of the United States, after a full and com- 
plete investigation, reversed nearly all the decisions of the Federal 
courts in this Territory then rendered, the Chief Justice was removed, 
and order was again restored. 

‘We refrain from enumerating many of the annoyances to which 
the people of Utah have been-exposed through the overbearing and 
oppressive acts of imported officials, but must draw the attention of 
your ‘honorable bodies to the course pursued by the present executive. 

rom the first he has allied himself with a clique of adventurers, - 
busy in stirring up mischief and circulating ialse rumors for the pur- 
pose of provoking ulterior measures that may result in their possible 
advantage. With nothing to lose and everything to gain, any turn of 
the wheel so long as it be in the direction of a revolution may bring 
up something to their pecuniary advantage. He has taken the stump 
in their interest, publicly insulted peaceable and respected citizens by 
untruthful allegations, and arrogated to himself extraordinary pre- 
rogatives. Atthe canvass for the election of 1880, he issued a cer- 
tificate of election to his friend, the minority candidate, who received 
but 1,357 votes, while the candidate of the people received 18,568 
votes. And the only excuse he could ofter for this flagrant violation 
of his oath to uphold the laws—the laws of Congress requiring the 
Governor to “declare elected the person having the greatest number of 
votes, and to issue a certificate accordingly ™—was that the minority 
candidate was “the person who being a citizen had the greatest num- 
ber of votes.” He thus assumed both judicial and legislative powers. 
' Judicial in passing upon the «itizenship of a candidate who had 
served in Congress for séveral terms and whose citizenship had been 
acknowledged by that body which alone held the right to judge of 
_the qualifications of its members; and legislative in adding in the 
certificate to the law uf Congress governing his duty the words “be- 
ing a citizen.” Hy this assumption and unlawful exercise of power 
he rendered void the franchises of more than 18,000 citizens, repre- 
senting the overwhelming majority of the population. We are here 
reminded of the striking words of the lamented Garfield: 
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“If in other lands it be high treason to compass the death of the 
king, it should be counted no less a crime here to strangle the 
sovereign power and stifle its voice.” 

He has on several occasions attempted to place in the local 
offices, for the purpose of controlling and disbursing the Territorial 
finances, irresponsible individuals who are the open enemies of the 
people. This he has done under a pretended construction of the Or- 
ganic Act, but contrary to positive enactments of the Legislative 
Assembly signed by his predecessors, virtually sanctioned by Con- 
gress and deemed valid because of rulings rendered by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. He has, by an arbitrary exercise of the 
veto power, refused to sign bills enacted by the Legislature unless pro- 
visions were incorporated therein in harmony with bis persopal de- 
signs and in extension of his executive powers. Even the educational 
interests of the Territory have been hampered and obstructed by his 
tyranny. and the Legislature have seen prevented from appropriating 
the money of the people whem they represent, for university pur- 
poses, according to the public desire. He has endeavored to injure 
the people whose interests he should labor to subserve, by attempt- 
ing to inflame the public mind in his official utterances and docu- 
ments, and to influence your honorable bodies to take extreme 
measures towards this Territory, by which the extraordinary powers 
vested in the executive shall be enlarged to the extent of complete 
despctism. To further this object, his report to the Secretary. of the 
Interior and his message to your memorialists were drawn up, con- 
_ taining many absolute falsehoods and misrepresentations and distor- 
tions of facts and conditions, against which we earnestly protest, and 
concerning which we desire and ask for impartial investigation. 

It was in consequence of some of these inaccurate and specious 
statements that the act of Congress known as the Edmunds law was 
hurriedly passed, without full debate, to satisfy the clamor of the 
multitude raised without reason and provoked by calumny. Under 
the provisions of that law, many constitutional guarantees have 
been ignored and thonsands of: citizens have been deprived of vested 
rights, of that valuable property, the elective franchise which they 
had exercised for many years, without. any process of law. This 
summary punishment was inflicted upou them without indictment 
and without trial, by the operation of a test oath which virtually 
made them witnesses against themselves, and which-was ex post facto 
in its effects. This oath has been imposed upon the whole body of 
citizens without authority of Jaw, being formulated by the Utah 
Commission, on whom no legislative powers were conferred by the 
Edmunds law, from which their authority is solely derived. It is 
as follows:

I, —, being first duly sworn, (or affirmed) depose 


and say, that I am over twenty one years of age, and have resided 
in the Territory of Utah for six months, and in the precinct of. 
one month immediately preceding the date hereof, and (if a male) 
am a native born or naturalized (as the case may be) citizen of the 
United States, and a tax payer in this Territory, (or, if a female) I 
am native born, or naturalized, or the wife, widow or daughter, (as 
the -case may be) of a native born or naturalized citizen of the 
United States; and I do further solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am 
not a bigamist nor a polygamist; that I have not violated the 
laws of the United States prohibiting bigamy or polygamy; that 
I do not live or cobabit with more than one woman in the mar- 
riage relation, nur does any relation exist between me and any 
woman which has been entered into, or continued in violation of 
the said laws of the United States prohibiting bigamy or polygamy; 
(and if a woman) that I am not the wife of a polygamist, nor have 
I entered into any relation with any man in violation of the laws 
of the United’ States concerning polygamy or bigamy.

Your honorable body will perceive that under this oath, while 
men who cohabit with more than one woman “in the marriage rela- 
tion” are excluded from voting and holding office, persons who com- 
mit the most flagrant sexual crimes are permitted to exercise the elec- 
tive franchise and are eligible for any official position, so long as their 
filthy acts are outside of the marriage relation. These words we 
submit are an interpolation, and are contrary to the language and in- 
tent of the Edmunds law. And they were first used by the present 
Executive of this Territory, who compelled: every applicant for the 
office of notary public to take an oath containing that phrase, for the 
purpose of excluding polygamists and admitting libertines and noto- 
rious debauchees. 

The Commission who, usurping legislative functions, enacted this 
test oath, were, by the provisions of the E:imunds law, authorized to 
remain in office until the Legislative Assembly should provide tor the 
registration and election offices made vacant by the law and subject to 
the appointing power of the Commission. Your memorialists respect . 
fully represent that-they have provided for the filling of those offices, 
and have passed an election law, as they believe, in full conformity to 
the Edmunds law and other acts of Congress, and incorporating the 
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oath here annexed to be taken by all applicants for registration, in 
order to exercise the elective franchise:

This bill, a copy of which is Donk presented, was vetoed by 
Governor Murray. Your memorialists claim that it is strictly con- 
formable to the laws of the United States, and a measure needful to 
the prefent interests of the Territory, and that if the provision ex- 
tending the electiye franchise to persons not fully clothed with the 
hahbiliments: of citizenship was objectionable, it might have been ex- 
punged without impairing the remainder of the bill. And yet it is 
‘in accord with Section 1860 of.the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, which confers power upon the Territories thus to .extend the 
franchise. The oath presented in the bill is free from the immoral 
and unlawful features of the test oath enacted by the Commissioners, 
but was too comprehensive for the Governor, as it would exclude from 
` the privileges of. voting, and, consequently of local office-holding, all 
persons who are disqualified by any law of Congress or of the Terri- 
tory. By vetoing the bill, the Governor has defeated the intention of 
your honorable body to dispense with the services of the Utah Com- 
mission, so soon as the conduct of elections was placed in the hands of 
non-polygamous officers appointed under the local laws. The evident 
object of this veto is to continue the Commissioners in office, and to 
provoke additional congressional legislation by which the small politi- 
cal liberty yet left to the citizens of this Territory may be yet further 
diminished and his gubernatorial domination may be extended. 
Another instance of his arbitrary exervise of the veto power is 
the contemptuous manner in which he treated the bill passed by your 
3§ ; 
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memorialists, apportioning the representation of the Territory. In the 
Governor’s message to the Legislature, he recommended a new appor- 
tionment, “giving to each locality having the necessary population 
the right to chouse its own members.” Your. memorialists promptly 
` passed a bill apportionining the representation according to the popu- 
lation of the various districts. This was returned to the Legislature 
unapproved, with the statement by the Governor, that “the census of 
1880 entitles every 12,000 of population to oue representative in the 
Council, and every 6,000 of population to one representative in the 
House of Representatives.” ‘The message closed with the following 
paragraph: 

“If the Legislature will pass an act apportioning the Territory 
into twelve Council districts and twenty-four Representative districts, 
as near as may be upon the foregoing basis, where each councilor and 
representative is to be vuted for separately, I will be pleased to ap- 
prove the same.” 

Another bill was drawn up in exact conformity to the Governor’s 
suggestion and promise, a copy of which is presented herewith; it 
passed both houses of the Assembly and was duly forwarded to him 
for signature. But he forfeited his pledged agreement and treated 
the bill with the contempt of utter silence, neither approving nor re- 
jecting it; and such is the dependent condition of the Territory of 
Utah that it does not need the absolute veto of the Governor to render 
yoid an act passed by the people’s elected representatives, but his neg 
lect to sign it is more mighty than the combined labors of thirty-six 
legislators chosen by ballot to express the popular will. . The object of 
this insulting treatment of the Legislature was, without doubt, to 
leave the way open for the passage of a measure now before your 
honorable body, giving the Governor alone the right to make the ap- 
portionment of the representation, although a very good law for this 
purpose passed in 1880, and signed by his immediate predecessor, is 
now upon the Territorial statute book, and there is no real necessity 
for any radical change. 

our memorialists submit that the political situation in Utah is 
this: Four-fifths of the voting population, after excluding all who 
have been disqualified by the rulings of the Utah Commission and 
their extreme construction of the Edmunds law, belong to what is 
called the People’s party, and represent at least eighty per cent. of the 
eutire population of this Territory. The other portion chiefly belong 
to what is called the Liberal party. The great fault of the majority 
seems to be that they select. persons from among themselves to repre- 
sent them and manage their local affairs. No person who has ever 
lived in the practice of polygamy is now permitted to vote or hold 
any Office, therefure there can be no legal reason offered why the great 
majority of tbe voting citizens should not chuose their local officers 
from among their own number. The only portion of the Territorial 
government under the control of the people is the Legislature, with 
the addition of a few ministerial officers to handle the funds raised ’ 
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by local taxation under the Territorial laws. The judicial and ex- 
ecutive departments are in the entire control of the national gov- 
ernment, and all such offices are filled by national appointment 
These, with other officials under Federal authority, including nearly 
all the postmasters, are numbered with the “Liberal” party, which, 
though in so small a minority, aims at the control of the only por- 
tion of the local government left to the people. And because the 
great body of the citizens refuse to accept the nominees of the mi- 
nority, the proposition is made to abolish the Legislature, whose 
members are elected by the people, and establish in its stead a com- 
mission appointed by the President and Senate of the United States, 
and thus sweep away from the Territory the last vestige of repub- 
lican government. It should be remembered that to-day the law- 
making department, elected by the people, is at the mercy of the 
appointed executive in the enactment of any law. The Governor 
‘holds the power of absolute vetd, and no two-thirds or even unani- 
mous vote of the Legislature avails against his individual dictum 
‘ or simple indisposition to append to a bill his signature; at the 
same time your honorable body exercises the power not only to dis- 
approve of any local enactment ‘which the Governor may feel in- 
clined to sign, but also to legislate directly for the Territory. So 
while the local Legislature cannot enact any law without the con- 
sent of the Governor and the approval of Congress, laws can be 
and are enacted by Congress without any voice or consent of the 
people who are to be governed by them. We respectfully ask if 
this is not sufficient national control and supervision over the only 
shréd of political power left to the large body of American citi- 
zens who compose the voting population of this Territory. 

We respectfully submit that the bills now pending in Con- 
gress in reference to Utah, are manifestly unjust and altogether uun- 
necessary, to say nothing of their utter incompatibility with the 
spirit and letter ot the Constitution of the United States. Not only 
is no good and sufficient reason advanced for the substitution of a 
legislative commission for the Legislative Assembly of Utah, but 
the measure would be without precedent in the history of our coun- 
try. The Territory northwest of the Ohio was not governed in any 
such arbitrary manner as is proposed in these bills, but guaranties 
for local self government were given, to take effect when the then 
sparsely settled districts should contain inhabitants numbering but 
a small proportion of the present population of the Territory of 
Utah. There is no paralle: between the case of any other. section 
of the country which has been temporarily governed by persons 
appointed by the President and Senate of the United States, and 
that of Utah, an organized Territory which has held and exer- 
cised the right to enact its own laws for the last thirty-four years. 
The District of Columbia is not to be compared with a Territory 
organized for the very purpose of preparing it for the dignity and 
responsibilities of Statehood, to which the District wherein is the 
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seat of national government, and over which Congress has ‘“‘exclu- 
sive jurisdiction,” can never attain. And we respectfully submit 
that, as it cannot now be alleged that pelygamists make the 
laws, or vote into office the members of the Legislature of Utah, the 
only pretext upon which such measures as the appointment of a 
legislative commission is founded is that the overwhelming majority 
of the voting citizens will not select men to represent them from the 
small minority which now monopolizes. the offices in the gift of the 
national government; in other words, that because the majority will 
not vote as desired by the minority, they should not be allowed to 
vote at all. This is a true statement of the fact stripped of the 
specious sophistries which are so generally thrown around it. 

That this extraordinary measure would be considered, abroad as 
well as at home, to be despotic and subversive of the rights of citizens, 
your memoralists cite to your honorable body the cases of Jamaica 
and Canada, when similar propositions were mide in relation to those 
colonies before the British Parliament. In 1839, Jamaica resisted * 
certain direct legislation by the home government, and considering 
that their legislative rights had been trampled upon by this inter- 
ference of the British Parliament, the Colonial Assembly passed a 
resolution that it would abstain from the exercise of its legislative 
functions, except for the purpose of maintaining the public credit, 
until the obnoxious acts should be repealed, and the members of the 
assembly “be left to the free exercise of their inherent rights as 
British subjects.” A protest was forwarded to Great Britian, which 
was considered insulting to the Crown and Parliament. ` A bill was 
introduced “to suspend the existing constitution of the island for a 
limited number of years,” and to provide that during that interval its 
legislative functions should not he exercised “except by the Governor 
and Council alone.” But this, although moderate aud merciful in 
comparison with the measures in reference to Utah now before your 
honorable body, was considered even in monarchial England a grave 
stretch of governmental authority. The- colonists were permitted to 
be heard by counsel when the bill was discussed, and Sir Robert Peel, 
who was a very radical supporter of the doctrine of the power of 
Parliament, and who denounced the course of the colonists as “foolish 
and unjustifiable,” declared that the bill was “neither more nor less 
than one for the establishment of a complete despotism—one that 
would establish the most unqualified, unchecked, unmitigated power 
that was ever yet applied to the government of any community in 
place of that liberal system which had prevailed for upward of one 
hundred and fifty years.” And he asked whether -Parliament had 
“ever treated with so much severity a conquered colony amid the first 
heat of animosity after the contest.” The measure failed. and the 
attempt to pass it cost the ministry, under Lord Melborne, their 
official positions, for through its failure they were compelled to resign. 

Canada not only protested against the interference of the home 

government, but made demands, which Peel declared would, if con- 
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ceded, establish iu ‘the colony “a French republic.” These demands 


‘not being granted, the Lower Province proceeded to armed insurrec- 


tion, and went so far as to measure arms with the regular British 
troops. The Upper Province joined in the rebellion, but both were 
defeated. Lord John Russell introdyced a bill in Parliament to sus- 


‘ pend the constitution'of the colony. But this was deemed too severe 


+e 


and subversive of the rights of British subjects, and so a new Gover- 
nor was sent out; the grievances of the people were inquired ito, and 
subsequently, Lord John Russell who had. proposed the obnoxiaus 
and oppressive measure, seeing and acknowledging his -error likea 


’ true statesman, introduced a bill establishing home rule by a legisla- 


tive union of the provinces on the principles of free representative 
government, and on the wise policy advocated by the celebrated Fox, 
that “the only method of retaining distant colonies with advantage, is 


` to enable them to govern themselves.” Your memorialists respecttully 


ask whether it is too much: to suggest that the example of Great 
Britain in examiniog into the alleged wrongs complained of by its 
colonies and -refusing to violate the rights of its subjects, and the 


- principles of jiberty that enter into every constitutional government, 


might be profitably imitated by this great republic in its policy 
towards Utah, which has never swerved from loyalty to the national 
government nor rebelled against its laws, however severe. 

There are other measures before your honorable bedy which, if 
not so sweeping as the bills for governing Utah by a legislative com- 
mission are none the less hostile to the rights and privileges of citizens. 
The proposition to compel a wife to testify agaiust her husband, we 
submit, would do violence to the rules of jurisprudence that have 
become venerable with age and sacred by usage for centuries. The 
highest judicial tribunal in the land has declared that the rule that 
neither the husband nor the wife shall be compelled to testify against 
each other, is founded upon principles that ‘constitute the: basis of 
civil society, to impair the sanctities of which would be to destroy the 
best solace of human existence,” while to break it down, would be ‘‘to 
shake the very foundations of society.” To attach witnesses, as is 
proposed, without previous service of subpoena, and a disobedience of 
the mandate of a court, would be unprecedented and subversive of the 
rights of citizens. No person, however innocent, would be safe from 
seizure under such a-law, and while the individual accused of.crime 
could give bail, and be at liberty pending his trial, the alleged witness, 
not charged with any offense, could be captured and incarcerated , for 
an indefinite period. The elective franchise, now held by women voters, 
against whom no accusativn is made, and who cannot be charged with 
polygamy or any o-her offense known to the law, is sought to be wrested 
from them, by which they would be summarily deprived of a right 
which they have exercised for twelve years or more. _ 

The attempt in another bill to make non-membership in a certain 
religious organization a qualification for voting and holding office, 
appears to your memoralists so utterly subversive of the plain limita- 
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tions of the powers of Congress, as defined in the Constitution, and of 
the genius of our government, that no remonstrance on our part will 
be necessary. The time has surely not arrived when a religious test 
shall be imposed as a qualification for any position of trust, or as a 
disqualification from exercising the elective franchise. 

' Your memorialists have to complain of gross misrepresentations, 
by which your honorable body has been deceived in reference to the 
true sentiments of the people of Utah and their political and social 
status. The public mind has been inflamed in consequence of untruth- 
ful rumors, facts distorted and tales invented, until it has become 
almust impossible to correct the false impressions that have been made, 
not only upon the country but also upon Congress. For, added to the 
exaggerations of the pulpit and the press, are official statements, which 
naturally have great weight, but which in many respects are as incor- 
rect as the common base fabrications designed to mislead and preju- 
dice the public. 

We earnestly protest against the passage of any measures that 
have been prompted by this popular agitation caused by misconcep- 
tion of the facts, and urge that it cannot be right, but it is manifestly 
unjust, to punish a whole community for the alleged offences of a portion 
of its people, and to deprive a large body of citizens, against whom no 
crime can truthfully be charged, of the commonest political rights and 
privileges necause they do not think as other people desire, uor vote 
themselves under the control of those who persistently malign them. 

Many of the people of Utah have descended from those noble 
patriots who struggled and bled for the liberties now enjoyed in the 
States of our glorious Union. They venerate the principles for which 
their ancestors lived and labored, fought and.died. Shall they be 
deprived of the precious heritage bequeathed to them because they, 
like their forefathers, entertain religious views that are considered 
heterodox? Are they to be condemned and punished unheard? 
Shall popular clamor and sectarian animosity overawe the statesmen 
of the nineteenth century, and prevail upon them to wrest from 
eitizens against whom no offence against the law can be charged, the 
commonest and yet most valued political rights and privileges? Be- 
cause a few are accused of a practice that modern civilization 
eondemns without understanding, are their fellow citizens who have 
-committed:no overt acts against the popular sentiment or the laws to 
be punished and relegated to serfdom? Are the services of the 
people who have opened up this vast region to-civilized habitation 
and progress to be counted for nothing? Shall the many acknowl- 
edged virtues of a sober, thrifty, industrious and peaceable community 
be lost sight of, because of one feature of their faith which modern 
society does not tolerate? Must the libels of official and other persons 
interested in the subjugation of Utah and its exclusion from State- 
hood be always received as truth, and the denials and appeals for fair 
investigation by the accused people be ever rejected? By the blood 
pourcd out in defence of the liberties we are prevented from enjoying; 
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by the struggles of the early colonists against measures similar in 
essence to those against which we now protest; by the principles 
enunciated in the Declaration of Independence; by the guarantees of 
the national Constitution; by the right of local self-government, 
which is vital to American liberty; by the franchise which has become 
our valued property; by the toils and privations of the brave pioneers 
who led the way to these mountain fastnesses; by the just ambitions 
of our budding youth; by the bright hopes and lofty aspirations of a 
hundred and seventy thousand people who protest against oppression; 
by vested rights of our sister Territories whose freedom is menaced by 
our threatened political destruction; by that justice and equity which 
should be meted out to all the citiz ns ot this great nation, irrespective 
of creed or party, we appeal to you not to condemn us unheard; not 
to take from us the few political priviliges that distinguish us from 
conquered slaves; not to deliver our fair and flourishing Territory into 
the hands of men irresponsible to the people; not to reverse for us the 
established rules of civilized jurisprudence; not to disfranchise the 
innocent for the alleged offences of the presumably guilty; not to 
“encroach upon our rights of property; not to apply to us a religious 
test for political purposes; nor to pass any such rash and revolution- 
ary measures as have been proposed, but to postpone any further 
action towards Utah until a committee of your own number or other 
disinterested persons appointed specially for the purpose shall have 
impartially investigated the whole subject of the situation in Utah, 
and have reported to your honorable body, so that you may act with 
a fair understanding of all sides of these important questions, and 
your mémorialists will ever pray,

Mr. President: 


Your Committee on Elections, to whom was referred the 
communication of His Excellency the Governor, dated 
March 10, 1884, disapproving C. F. No. 33, “‘An act pre- 
scribing qualifications for electors and office holders, pro- 
viding for the registration of voters, and- regulating the 
manner of conducting elections,” together with said com- 
munication, have to report that we have carefully compared 
the communication with the act, and we find no intimation 
in the message of a desire or willingness on the part of His 
Excellency to co-operate with the Leg'slature, in an earnest 
effort to agree upon a measure that would provide for filling 
the election and registration offices made vacant: by the act 
of Congress known as the Edmunds law. Could we discov-, 
er anything upon which to found a hope of success, we 
would have recommended a new bill. We find that the 
objections made by His Excellency are not only against the 
new matter contained in the act, but against the portions 
compiled from existing statutes, which have heretofore 
given general sitisfaction. The whole spirit and tenor of 
his communication leaves us little hope of being able to - 
agree upon any law providing for filling the registration 
and electio1 offices. Much as we regret this necessity, we 
find ourselves unable, in the little time left us, to make fur- 
ther recommendations.

IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, FEBR'ARY 26TH, 1884. 


A bill prescribing qualifications for electors and office 
holders, providing for the registration of voters, and regu- 
lating the manner of conducting elections. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Governor and Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the Territory of Utah: That annually on 
the first Monday of August, there shall be a general election 
held in each precinct in the several counties of this Terri- 
tory, for choosing all officers not otherwise provided for, 
and the’ terms of office of all officers elected, shall be as now 
provided by law. 

Sec. 2. That an election for Delegate to the Congress 
of the United States, for the Territory of Utah, shall be held 
in each precinct on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in 
e in the year 1884;and every second year there- 
after. 

Sec. 3. Thatin the case of death, resignation, or other 
disability of the Delegate to Congress, or any Territorial 
officer, made elective in this Territory, it shall be the duty 
of the Governor, within ten days after receiving notice of the 
death, resignation, or other disability of such officer, to call 
a special election in the Territory or district where such 
vacancy shall have occurred, for the purpose of filling the 
same. 

Sec. 4. In case of a vacancy by the death, resignation 
or other disability of any Probate Judge, in any county in 
this Territory, it shall be the duty of any two of the select- 
men of such county, within twenty days after receiving in- 
formation thereof, to order a special election ta fill such 
vacancy in the county where such vacancy shall have 
occurred. Incase of a vacancy by the death, resignation, or 
other disability of any county or precinct officer, except 
Probate Judge, made elective in any county in this Terri- 
tory, it shall be the duty of the county court in such county 
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to fill such vacancy by appoinimont; Provided, that each 
person elected or appointed to any county or precinct office, 
shall qualify, as by law require i1, within twenty days after 
receiving notice of his election or appointment, and all per- 
sons re-elected to any office, thereoy becoming their own 
succes: shall, when so elected, qualify as required by 
aw. 
i Sec. 5. All officers elected or appointed to fill vacan- 
cies, as provided in this act, shall, before enter.ng upon the 
duties of their office, qualify in the same manner as though) 
they had been elected at any general election, and shall 
hold office until the ensuing general election, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 6. That no person shall be eligible to be elected 
a delegate to the Congress of the United States from this 
Territory; who has not attained the age of twenty-five years, 
- and has not been seven years a citizen of the United States, 
and has not been a resident in this Territory during one 
year next preceding the day of election, and is not qualified 
to registrar as a voter therein. 

Sec. 7. No person shall be eligible to a seat in either 
branch of the Legislative Assembly, unless he has been a 
resident in the county or district to be represented, during 
at least one year next preceding the day of election. 

Sec. 8. No person shall be eligible to be elected or 
appointed to any Territorial, district, céunty, or precinct 
office, nor shall hold any office of public trust, honor or 
emolument in this Territory, unless he is qualified to regis- 
trar as a voter, and shall have been a resident in this Terri- 
tory at least one year next preceding such election or 
appointment. 3 

Sec. 9. That no offcer or soldier of the United States 
army or any other person subject to military authority, is 
eligible to hold any office or serve on any jury or vote at 
any election in this Territory, unless his home or place of 
residence was herein at the time of engaging in such service. 

Sec. 10. Every person, male or female, over the age of 
twenty-one years, who is a citizen of the United States, or 
who has declared on oath-before a competent court of record, 
his or her intention to bẹcome such, and take an oath to 
support the Constitution and government of the United 
States, who has been a resident in the Territory six months, 
and a resident of the precinct where his or her vote is to be 
cast, for thirty days prior to the date of the registration, who 
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has not been convicted of felony or treason, and is not 
idiotic or insane, or otherwise disqualified as a voter by any 
law of the United States or of this Territory, and who has 
been or may be'registered. as hereinafter provided, shall be 
a qualified elector, and entitled to vote at any election in 
this Territory. 

Sec, 11. All elections shall be held, conducted, and 
returns thereof made, as in this act provided. 

Sec. 12. The assessors in and for their respective coun- 
ties are hereby constituted the registration officers, and 
they are required to appoint a resident deputy in each 

+ precinct to assist in carrying out the provisions of this act. . 
The assessor of each county, in person or by deputy, shall 
hereafter revise and correct the registration lists of voters at 
the times and in the manner provided in this act, and if 
any person whose name is not on the list of voters of his 
precinct shall claim the right to vote therein, the registra- 

_ tion officer shall require such person to subscribe and take 
the following oath or affirmation:

Upon the receipt of such affidavit, the registration officer 
shall place the name of such person on the registry list of 
voters for said precinct: In case the name of any person 
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claiming the right to vote, is erased from the registration 
list of his precinct under the next section, the name of such 
person shall be restored to said list, by the registration 
officer, at any time prior to or during the week commencing 
the last Monday in June of each year, upon such person 
taking the foregoing oath, and if such person offers to take 
said oath it shall be the duty of such registration offirer to 
administer it, and restore the name of such person as afore- 
said; and after the week commencing the last Monday in 
June in each year, it shall be unlawful for any registration 
officer to erase the name of any person from the registra- 
- tion lists of that year. 


Sec. 18. It shall alsə be the duty of the assessor of 
each county, in person or by deputy, on or before the last 
Monday in June of 1884, and at the time of making the 
annual assessment for taxes in each year thereafter, to take 
up the transcript of the next preceding registration list, and, 
proceed to the revision of the same, and for this purpose he 
shall visit every dwelling house in each precinct, and make 
careful inquiry if any person, whose ndme is on the list, 
has died, or is otherwise disqualitied as a voter of said pre- 
cinct, or removed from the prerinct, and make a full of 
all ‘such disqualified persons,a copy of which shall be 
posted up in three public places in the precinct best calcu- 
lated to give public notice, not later than the first day of 
June, together with a notice that unless such persons ap- 
pear before said assessor at his office during the first three 
days of the week commencing the last Monday in June, in 
said year, and show cause why their names should be con- 
tinued on the registry list, that the same will be stricken off;

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each political party shall be entitled to be present and wit- 
ness such registration. 


Ser, 15. Upon the completion of the list, it shall be 
the duty of each assessor as aforesaid to make out a list in 
alphabetical order, for each precinct, containing the names 
of all the registered voters of such precinct, and shall, on 
or before the first Wednesday after the first Monday of July 
in each year, deliver all of said' lists and affidavits to the - 
clerk of the county court. - 


Sec. 16. The clerk of the coùnty court shall deliver to 
the assessor the registry lists whenever necessary for the 
revision thereof, or adding names thereto, and the assessor, 
in person or by deputy, shall, during the week commencing ~ 
the last Monday in September in the year 1884, and every 
second year thereafter, enter the names of voters on the 
registry list in the manner provided in Section 14 of this act, 
and upon the list being completed, proceed as required by 
Section 15 of this act; Provided, That in such case he shall 
deliver the list and affidavits on or before the 10th day of

Sec. 17. Voters removing from one election precinct to 
another in the same county may appear before the assessor 
at any time previous to the delivery of the registry list to 
the clerk of the county ccurt, and have their names erased 
therefrom, and they may thereupon have their names regis- 
tered in the precinct to which they may remove.

Sec. 19. The objections to the right to vote referred to 
in Section 17 shall be made by a qualilied voter, in writing, 
and delivered, to the said justice, who shill issue’a written 
notice to the person objected to, stating the place, day and: 
hour when the objection will be heard. The person making 
the objection, shall serve, or cause to be served, said noties 
` apon the person objected to, and shall also make returns 
` of such service to the justice before whom the objection 
shall be heard; Provided, That where the objection is made ` 
on the ground of non-residence or removal from the pre- 
cinct, service of said notice may be made by letter con- 
taining such notice deposited in the post office addressed to 
‘the person objected to, at his last known place of residence, 
with the postage prepaid thereon, and by posting said 
notice in three public places in the precinct best calculated 
to give public n»tice. ` Such service shall be made at least 
ten days before the election. Upon the hearing of the 
case, if said justice shall find that the person objected to is 
not a qualified voter, he shall, within three days prior to 
the election, transmit a certified list of the names of all 
such unqualified persons, to the judges of election, and said 
judges shall strike such names from the registry list before 
the opening of the polls. 

Sec. 20. The county court shall, at its first sessiowin 
June of each year, appoint three capable and discreet per- 
sons in each precinct in the county, at least two of whom 
shall be of a political party which was in the majority at 
the last previous election, and one shall be of a political 
party that was in the minority at the said election, if any 
such party there be in such precinct, to act as judges of 
general and special elections; and said court shall designate 
one of these persons so appointed, to preside, and the 
other two to act as clerks of said elections; Provided, That 
in precincts where the number of registered voters shall ex- 
ceed five hundred, the court may designate two or more 
polling places, apponi additional judges and designate, by 
letters of the alphabet, who shall vote at each of such polling 
Places. And the clerk of said court shall make out certifi- 
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cates of said appointments, and transmit the same by mail 
or other safe conveyance, to the persons so,appointed, who; 
previous to entering upon said office, shall take and sub- 
scribe an outh to the effect thit they will well and faithfully 
perform all the duties thereof to the best of their ability, 
and they will studiously endeavor to prevent any fraud, 
deceit or abuse at any election’ over which they may pre- 
side.. If, in any precinct, any: of such judges decline to 
serve or fail to appear, the voters of said precinct, first 
assembled on the day of election, to the number of six or 
more, at or immeditely after the time designated for open- 
ing of the polls, may elect a judge or judges to fill the 
vacancy, and the person or persons so elected shall qualify 
as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 21. The county court shall provide the necessary 
books, blanks, stationery, and ballot boxes, which ballot 
boxes shall be made of galvanized iron of suitable size, 
each with a Yale or other safe lock and two keys, one of 
the keys to be kept by the presiding judge of election, and 
one by the clerk of the county court; Provided, If any 
county has good and substantial ballot boxes, with Yale or 
other safe locks and keys, the same may be used; there 
shall be an opening through the lid of each ballot box of 
sufficient size to admit a single ballot. 

Sec. 22. The county court shall furnish the judges of 
election in every precinct with a sufficient number of plain 
envelopes, for election purposes; said envelopes shall be 
uniform in color and size, without any marks, writing, 
printing, or device upon them, and no other size or kind 
shall be used at any given election. Before opening the 
polls, the ballot box shall be carefully and publicly exam- 
ined by the judges of election, who shall satisfy them- 
selves that nothing is therein. It shall then be locked and 
the key thereof securely kept by the presiding judge, 

~ ‘and said ballot box shall not be opened during the elec- 
tion. i ‘ 
Sec. 23. At the opening of the polls at all general or 
special elections, the judges of election, for the respective 
precincts, shall designate one of the judges actingas aclerk, 
who shall have in custody the registry list of voters, and 
shall examine the same, and make the entries therein re- 
quired by Section 25 of this act; the other of said fudges, 
acting as clerk, shall write the name of each person voting, 
and opposite to it the number of the vote. i 
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Sec. 24. Every voter shall designate on a single ballot, 
written or printed, the name of the person or persons voted 
for, with a pertinent designation of the office to be filled, 
and when any question is to be decided in the affirmative or 
negative, he shall state the proposition at the bottom of the 
ballot, and write thereunder ‘‘yes” or “no,” as he may 
desire to vote thereon, which ballot shall be neatly folded 
and placed in one of the envelopes hereinbefore provided 
for, and delivered to the presiding judge of ele-tion, who 
shall, in the presence of the voter, on the name of the pro- - 
posed voter being found on the registry list, deposit it in 
the ballot box, without any mark whatever being placed on 
such envelope, otherwise the ballot shall be rejected. 

Sec. 25. Whenever any ballot shall be deposited in 
the ballot box, the judge having the registry list shall write 
thereon the word. ‘‘voted’? opposite the name of the per- 
son casting the vote, and the other judge acting as clerk, 
shall write the name of the voter and the number of the 
vote upon a list to be made by such judge. 

Sec. 26. As soon as the polls shall be closed, the 
judges of election shall immediately proceed to canvass the 
votes cast at such election, and continue without adjourn- 
ment until completed. All candidates voted for may be 
present, either in person or by representative, to witness said 
canvass. If any envelope contains two or more ballots of 
the same kind one only shall be counted; and if any enve- 
lope contains two or more different kinds of ballots, none 
shall be counted. 

Sec. 27. The canvass shall commence by the judges 
who have acted as clerks of the election comparing their 
respective lists and ascertaining from said lists the number of 
votes cast. The box shall then be opened and the ballots 
therein taken out and counted by the judges. The presid- 
ing judge shall then open the ballots and call off therefrom 
the names of the persons voted for, and the offices they are 
intended to fill, and the judges acting as clerks shall note 
the same upon lists provided for that purpose, and all the 
ballots shall be immediately returned to the ballotjbox, and 
the ballot box shall be locked and securely sealed. 

Sec: 28. After the canvass shall have been completed, 
the judge of election shall add up and determine the num- 
ber «f votes cast for each person for the several offices, 
which result shall be placed on the lists made by the 
judges acting as clerks of the election, and the judges shall 
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thereupon certify to the same, and immediately forward all 
the lists, securely sealed, together with the ballot box, to the 
clerk of the county court, by a qualified voter of the county, 
who shall, before taking the same, take and subscribe an 
oath to the effect that he will deliver the same to said clerk, 
without unnecessary delay, and that he will use his utmost 
ability to prevent any interference whatever therewith, by 
any person whomsoever. . 


' Sec. 29. On receipt of the ballot boxes ~ud returns of 
election, the clerk of the county court, in the presence of 
at least one member of the county court, who is not publicly 
‘known as a candidate voted for at such election, shall break 
the seal of the returns and all candidates may be present as 
provided in Section 26 of this act, and said clerk and mem- 
ber, or members, of the county court shall carefully exam- 
ine the returns, and if no irregularity or discrepancy ap- 
pear therein, affecting the result df the election of any 
candidate, they shall accept said returns as correct; but if 
any irregularity appeir and the right of any person voted 
for, for any office, is in any way affected thereby, or if there 
shall be any disagreement in the returns as to the number 
of votes cast for any Territorial officer, or any officer who is 
elected by the votes of more than one county, then the 
clerk and said members of the county court shall open the 
ballots from said precinct and canvass the same, so far as to 
determine the rights of the person whose office may be 
affected. They may also cause to appear before them any 
persons whom they may deem proper, and take their testi- 
mony in relation to said election in said precinct. 


Sec. 80. After the completion of the canvass, said 
member or members and clerk of the county court, shall 
declare the result thereof, and the clerk of the county court 
shall immediately make out and transmit a certificate of 
election to each person elected to any precinct or county 
office; Provided, That whenever a tie shall occur between 
two or more persons for the same office, the clerk of the 
county court shall notify each of.them thereof, and the 
sime shall be decided by lot in the presence and under 
direction of the county court. The notice herein provided 
for, shall state the time and place and the manner in which 
the tie is to be decided. If any of the persons notified 
fail to appear by self or agent, such person shall be 
deemed to have waived.all rights to the office, and the clerk 
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shill issue the election certificate to the person appearing: 
if none of them appear hy self or agent, the office shall 
be deemed vacant, and may be filled as in case of other 
vacancies. . | ' 

See. 31. Immediately after the inspection of the bal- 
lots in any ballot box, the ballots shall be returned into 
the box, which shall be locked and securely sealed, and 
the boxes shall be so preserved for ten days after the result 
of the election his been declared, during which time notices 
of contest may be filed with the clerk of the county court, 
and immediately after the expiration of ten days, if no 
notice of contest be filed, requiring turther delay, the clerk 
of the county court shall, in the presence of at least one of 
the members of the county court, and such candidates voted 
for as may be present, open each of the ballot boxes and 
destroy all the ballots contained ‘therein; but if notice of 
contest be filed the ballots shall not be destroyed until the 
contest be decided. 

Sec. 32. The clerk of the county court shall, as soon 
as possible after the result of the election has been so deter- 
mined, make out a general abstract thereof in duplicate, 
and certify to the correctness thereof, one of wh‘ch he shall 
file, and one of which he shall post up in his office, and he 
shall forward to the Secretary of the Territory a certified 
copy of the names of the persons voted for and the num- 
ber of votes ech his received for Territorial offices. The 
envelope containing such certified copy, shall be plainly 
marked ‘Election returns from county,” (filling in 
the name of the county as the case may be.) 

Sec. 33. As soon as the returns are received by the 
Secretary of the Territory, he shall, in the presence of the 
Governor, and such candidites as choose to be. present in 
person or by representative, unseal and canvass the same 
and make an abstract thereof, and the Secretary shall, with- 
in ten days thereafter, make out and transmit a certificate 
of election to each member of the Legislature and to the 
Territorial officers elected or to Delegate to Congress as the 
case may be. " 

Sec. 34. The assessors and their deputies shall receive 
such compensation for their services required by this act, 
as the county court shall determine, and the judges of elec- 
tion shall receive for their services thirty cents per hour for 
all services rendered in conducting elections and canvass- 
ing votes, and each of said officers is hereby authorized to | 
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administer oaths whenever'necessary to carry into effect the 
provisions of this act. 

Sec. 35. All municipal elections shall be held and con- 
ducted, and the returns and canvass of votes thereof made 
substantially in accordance with the provisions of this act,and 
it shall be the duty of the city councils of their respective 
cities to provide for the registering of voters and the ap- 
pointment or election of all officers necessary, and to 
furnish all necessary appliances for the carrying out of the 
provisions of this section, and to aid them therein, the clerk 
of the county court, on demand of the recorder of any . 
municipal corporation, shall, or payment of the proper fees, 
furnished a certilied copy of the rezistry list of voters ot 
any precinct, or part thereof, within any such municipality. 

. Sec. 36. Any omission or irregularity of any asses- 
sor or other officer, pertaining to registration or election 
matters, shall not invalidate any election or authorize the 
rejection of any, legal votes cast, except to the extent that 
such omission or irregularity shall have prevented a fair 
vote, or affected the final result. 

Sec. 37. Any person who shall falsely make any re- 
turn, or falsely make any certificate of election returns, 
or who shall in any manner procure or assist in the making 
of the same, or cause the same to be done, or who shall 
in any manner do or cause any fraud in any elertion, or 
having entered upon any of the offices or duties provided 
for in this act, shall wilfully fail or neglect to perform any 
of the duties required of such officer or person, shall be 


. deemed guilty of felony, and on conviction thereof, shall 


be punished by a fine not exceeding the sum of one thou- 
sand dollars, or be imprisoned in the penitentiary for a term 
not exceeding two years. 

Sec. 38. If any person who is required by this act 
to take an oath shall falsely swear, such person shall be 
deemed guilty of perjury. 

Sec. 39. Any person who shall interfere with any regis- 
tration officer in the discharge of his duties, or the registration 
of any person entitled to be registered, or who shail offer to 
vote twice at any one election, r who, not being registered, 


. shall offer to vote in the name of a registered person, or who 


shall disturb or be guilty of any riotons conduct at any elec- 
tion in this Territory,or who shall disturb or interfere with the 
the canvassing of the votes, or interfere with the making of 
the returns, or who carries away, or destroys, or attempts 
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to carry away or destroy any poll list or billots, or ballot 
box, for the purpose of breking up or invaliditing such 
election, or who wilfully detains, mutilates or destroys any 
election returns, or in any manner so interferes with the 
officers holding such eleetion or conducting such canvass, 
or who shall interfore with any voter in the free exercise of 
the elective franchise, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
mearor. ; 

Sec, 40. Any person who shall give, or promise or offer 
to give, to an elector, any money, reward or other valuable 
consideration, for his or her vate at an election, or for with 
holding the same, or who shall give, or promise to give, 
such consideration to any other person or party, for such 
elector’s vote, or for the withholding thereof, or any elec+ 
tor who shall receive or agree to receive for himself or-for 
another, any money, reward or other consideration for his 
vote at an election, or for withholding the same, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall also forfeit the 
right to vote at such election; and any elector whose right 
to vote shall be challenged for such cause, before the elec- 
tion officers, shall be required to swear or affirm that the 
matter of the challenge is untrue, before the vote shall be 
received. 

Sec. 41. Any person who shall offer any bribe, threat 
or intimidation to any elector for the purpose of influencing 
his or her vote, or shall examine any- ballot offered or cast 
at the polls, or found in any ballot box, for any other pur- 
pose than to ascertain as herein provided what candidate has 
been elected, or who votes more than once at any one elec- 
tion, or knowingly offers to vote two or more ballots, or in 
any manner changes any ballot after the same has been de- 
posited in the ballet box, or adds or attempts to add, any 
ballot to those legally polled, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. . 

Sec. 42. The provisions of all acts and parts of acts 
superseded by, or in conflict with any of the provisions of 
this act, are hereby repealed.
